WASHINGTON (AP) 
The coun­ 
try’s economic boom resulted in near­ 
record corporate profits during the 
first quarter of the year, the Commerce 
Department reported today. 
It said before-tax profits of cor 
porations increased $11 6 billion to a 
seasonally adjusted annual rate of 
$113.1 billion in the first quarter, 
second highest increase in the coun 
try’s history. After-tax earnings rose 
$5.1 billion to an annual rate of $62.3 
billion. 
The increase in before-tax profits 
trailed only the increase of $11.7 billion 
in the first quarter of 1971, a post­ 
recession period. 
However, the Nixon administration 
is concerned over the rapid growth of 
the economy and hopes to moderate the 
economic boom.

The price of gold 
hit record highs in Europe this week 
above $100 an ounce, and the U.S. 
dollar was in trouble again Here is an 
explanation of some of the factors in 
the situation: 
Question: What is so good about 
gold? 
Answer. Gold has two roles. One is 
historic, as a backer of money, since 
the days when coins were worth their 
weight in gold. Nowadays in many 
parts of the world paper money is still 
worth no more than the amount of gold 
it can buy. When people worry that the 
buying power of 
their 
money 
is 
shrinking, they often prefer to hold gold 
instead. If enough of them change their 


money for gold at the same time, they 
drive up the price of the metal 
Q What is the other role of gold'.' 
A. Like coffee, tin or any other 
commodity, gold can be traded on open 
markets in Europe. When orders to buy 
outweigh orders to sell, the price goes 
up In recent months the demand from 
dentists, jewelers, industry, hoarders 
and financial speculators has been 
greater than the supplies of newly 
mined gold reaching the market. So the 
price has gone up. 
Q. Why the big rise in the price of 
gold now? 
A. Gold has been climbing for the 
past two years. As confidence in the 
twice-devalued U.S. dollar declined, 


more and more individuals and com 
panics decided to pay out dollars to buy 
gold This weakener! the dollar and 
doubled the gold price over the past 
year 
By last Friday, gold had reached a 
record high of about $97 an ounce in 
Europe. The* Watergate scandal was 
undermining confidence in tin* dollar 
further Traders were* virtually certain 
the gold price would break through tin* 
psychologically important hurdle of 
$100an ounce this week and then climb 
even higher.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
Ohio’s 
campaign against child abuse and 
neglect has brought the problems “ out 
from under the rug,” according to slate 
Welfare Director Charles Bates. 
Bates Wednesday cited statistics on 
big increases in the number of cases 
reported as indications that the ad 
ministration’s program has been a 
“tragic success.” 
He said twice as many children were 
reported abused or neglected in the 
first four months of this year as during 
the same period during 972. Last year 
reports were up 62 per cent over 1971. 
1'he state campaign began last July.

“ No one likes to hear of children 
ilteing hurt or killed,” Bates said, “ but 
(the more cases we’re able to uncover 
(the more children and parents we’ll 
\ have the opportunity to help bt'fore it’s 
I too late.”

more responsible in the students they 
enroll.” 
Thus, according to NHSC, whose 
membership consists of 188 accredited 
schools with 1.5 million students, some 
of the most serious problems, perhaps 
better described as defects, are being 
ameliorated. 
As a result, Fowler said. 
“ The 
students are learning more and 
completing more.” The completion 
ratio of about one in four compares 
favorably with many colleges and ex­ 
ceeds the ratio of someopen admission 
community colleges. 
I here has always been 
a great 
number of very 
highly 
motivated 
students in such courses, which go by 
the name of home study or extension or 
corres|x)ndence or independent study 
courses. But a lot of dreamers too. 
The typical abuse was to enroll an 
individual possessed of more hope than 
dedication, more ambition than ability. 
And, in fact, many home study courses 
advertised, and some still do, the 
dream rather than Hie details. 
But efforts of the Federal Trade 
Commistion and the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration and other government 
agencies have probably reduced the 
instances. 
But the council also claims credit, 
having withdrawn accreditation from 
about 20 members since it took on the 
job 18 years ago, although some of 
those dropped from membership 
quickly regained their status. 
Counting 
courses 
offered 
by 
universities, 
professional organ­ 
izations, business, religious groups and 
governments, it is estimated that more 
than five million Americans are 
studying at home. 
Fowler can list many reasons for 
their popularity, among them: 
- The school comes to the student, 
the student learns at his own pace, he 
can fit study time around jobs and 
other activities, he can emphasize what 
he wants, he pays only for wanted 
courses, he has the instructor’s com­ 
plete attention, he has constant feed­ 
back. 
Rapid technological changes also 
require skilled workers to continue 
their education on the job. 


A Carnegie Corp. study shows that 
craftsmen and foremen make more 
extensive use of correspondence 
courses than any other nonmilitary 
groups, followed in order by profes­ 
sional and technical workers, and high 
school diploma seekers.

Much has been said in praiseof the 
W ashington P o s t’s penetrating, 
sustained coverage of the wide 
ranging W atergate scandal. The 
capstone has been set on that sen 
timent, now. with the award to the 
Post of the 1973 Pulitzer Prize for 
meritorious public service. 


The bestowal of this accolade is 


doubly welcome It is well deserved 
recognition 
of 
what 
a 
g re a t 
newspaper in our capital city has 
done to illuminate wrongdoing in 
high 
places. 
But the award 
is 
gratifying, also, because the Post’s 
W atergate 
coverage 
so 
dramatically gave the lie to attacks 
on the press as a grossly biased and 
self-serving institution. 


The co n tra ry is fu rth e r em* 
phasized by the fact that another 
Pulitzer Prize went to reporters for 
th*' Knight Newspapers who brought 
to light Sen. Thomas Eagleton’s 
history of psychiatric treatment. 
Neither Republican nor Democratic 
parties have escaped the searchlight 
of keen reporting The public has 
been well served in both instances. 
THESE DAYS . . . by John (Jinni brrloin 
Jackson and the venture note 


Sen. Henry M, Jackson of the State of 
Washington has been attracting a good 
deal of attention from those who insist 
on making early book on presidential 
sweepstakes The attention is doser 
ved. 


But the reasons offered for Jackson’t 
1976 availability fail to do justice to the 
Jackson character, which is far less 
opportunistic than appears from the 
accounts that try to set him up as a 
person destined to breathe new life into 
the old Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
coalition in the Democrat Party. 


Ben Wattenberg, an able student of 
election trends and social statistics, is 
responsible for projecting the image of 
Jackson as the likely beneficiary of the 
coalition revival. Working at Jackson 
headquarters in Miami Beach last 
su m m e r, 
W atten b erg 
thoroughly 
enjoyed himself in pointing out, with 
sca th in g satirica l com m ent, that 
George McGovern “ quotas” 
the 
young, the poor, the black and the 
women’s libbers excluded the rank 
and file of the Democratic Party. 


MCGOVERN m ade no appeal to 
labor (AFL-CIO president George 
Meany couldn’t stand him), he had 
angered the city boss element by his 
treatment of Mayor Richard Daley of 
Chicago, his partiality to the blacks 
and the “ new” minorities did not sit 
well with the Irish. Italian, Polish, 
Czech and Greek ethnics who had 


made great economic progress since 
the Roosevelt ion New Deal, and he had 
ignored the claims of the South. 
Jackson would have made a far 
batter candidate than McGovern, but 
the primaries had stacked the con­ 
vention against common sense. 
Now that 
time has proved Ben 
Wattenberg’! points, the ignored 
elements of the old Roosevelt coalition 
are speaking up for Jackson. George 
Meany endorses Jackson’s 
foreign 
policy ideas and trusts him on both 
labor 
and 
w elfare 
econom ics. 
Chicago’s Dick Daley has said , “ God 
willing, he’ll tx* President.” Jackson’s 
stand 
on 
m ilitary 
p re p are d n ess 
satisfies conservatives, particularly in 
the South. 
Jewish liberals would surely support 
him 
financially 
because 
of 
the 
“Jackson 
am endm ent” that 
would 
deny economic favors to Moscow as 
long as its stiff emigration tax keeps 
Jews from going to Israel. 
The ethnics of F ast E uropean 
background, liking Jackson’s quid pro 
quo attitude toward the Communists, 
would surely vote for him. 
Arithmetically, then, Jackson should 
be the front-runner in a party that 
needs labor, the South, the Jewish 
liberals and the city bosses with their 
ethnic followings if it is to upset the 
prophets of the "coming Republican 
majority.” But adding the elements of 
the old Roosveltian coalition together, 
while it m av m ake for impressive 


statistics, ignores the probability that 
certain agonizing national issues will 
Ik* cutting across all the old stan­ 
dard )ized lines in 1976. 
What impresses me about Jackson is 
that he is alive to dangers that tran ­ 
scend the arithmetic of coalition The 
other Democratic hopefuls — Edward 
Kennedy, Walter Mondale, Ed Muskie 
are still predominantly welfare- 
minded. 


JACKSON has his own sense of 
compassion, 
but, 
peering 
into the 
future, he sees a country that will be 
tormented less by welfare needs than 
by a snow balling en e rg y crisis. 
Jackson has been talking about stock­ 
piling oil. When the other prominent 
Democrats were repeating the cliches 
of 
the 
ecologists, 
Jac k so n 
w as 
questioning what the environmental 
zealots were doing to m ake it difficult 
for people to earn enough money to live 
in any environment, good or bad. 


Jackson would not be oblivious to the 
need for clean water and clean air, but 
he would move ahead with economic 
development first and find ways of 
making it ecologically safe as we go 
along. 


He would, in short, keep the country 
strong, free and economically ven­ 
turesome It is the venture note that the 
majority of the presidential book­ 
m akers ignore when they rate Scoop 
Jackson’s chances.

Today’s 
televised Senate hearings on the 
Watergate scandal were in no way 
limited to U.S. viewers who could see 
them on public television or on any of 
the three commercial networks. 
Because of the satellite, it was 
theoretically possible for most of the 
world to plug into the show and see it 
live. 
Nobody did, but news teams from at 
least two major nations planned to 
broadcast same-day television pictures 
of the proceedings, which also were 
being covered by European and Asian 
radio reporters. 
The drill called for videotaped 
highlights of today’s hearing before the 
Senate Select Committee to be sent by 
satellite to England and Japan, in 
addition to the radio reports filed 
overseas. 
The ABC Television network was 
running the television pool from which 
ABC, 
CBS, 
NBG 
and 
the 
Public 
Broadcasting 
Service took 
their 
“ feeds” for broadcast on their net­ 
works. 
That feed also was to be taken by the 
British 
Broadcasting 
Corp. 
and 
England’s 
com m ercial 
television 
system for transmission overseas this 
afternoon, ABC officials said. 
The two British television reports 
were to be videotaped at a local 
Washington television station, edited 
there, reporters’ narration added and 
then broadcast to London by satellite. 
Before the start of the Watergate 
hearings, the Senate Radio-Television 
Gallery said it had received 13 requests 
from foreign broadcast journalists— 
most of them 
European—for 
per­ 
mission to cover the hearings. 
However, 
it 
wasn’t 
immediately 
known how many actually showed up 
and were accredited. Fifty broadcast 
journalists had sought accreditation 
for the hearings, a gallery spokesman 
said. 
Four stationary television cameras 
were set up to provide the pool pictures 
of today’s opening session, according to 
Peter Hively, manager of television 
news coverage for ABC in Washington. 
The Senate’s Watergate committee, 
in setting rules for televising or filming 


the hearings, made only one restric­ 
tion, said an aide to Sen. Sam Ervin Jr., 
D-N.C , committee chairman. 
He said the committee barred the 
movement of cameramen with hand­ 
held cameras from around the witness 
table once a witness had been seated 
and begun testifying. 
The hearings were to be videotaped 
in full for broadcast tonight on any of 
PBS' 234 public television stations 
wishing to air them. The videotaping 
and nightly broadcasts will continue 
until the hearings are over, P B S says.

Gold prices 
go lower 
in Europe 


LONDON (A P) — The price of gold 
eased further today as Europ e’s 
booming bullion markets lost a little 
more heat in early dealings. The U.S. 
dollar moved up strongly on foreign 
exchanges. 
Gold opened on the free market in 
London at $103.50 an ounce, a full $1.50 
below Wednesday’s closing level. 
The dollar jumped threequarters of a 
pfennig to 2.7925 marks at the opening 
in Frankfurt. In London, the pound 
sterling sagged more than a cent to 
$2.5380 
The price of gold dropped $5 in Zurich 
to $101.50 an ounce, and the dollar was 
quoted at 3.1675 Swiss francs, up 
almost a centime.

throughout the past week, gold closed 
Wednesday in London, the world’s 
biggest gold market, at $105 an ounce. 
That was down $5.50 from Tuesday. 
Sim ilar downward trends were 
recorded in other European centers. 
The gold rush on the free market 
brought pressure for an increase in the 
official price of $42.22 an ounce used in 
transactions between governments to 
finance their international trade.

D ET R O IT 
( A P )—The

damaging effect of the current energy 
crisis on manufacturing will come in 
the area of longterm planning, the 
Society of Automotive Engineers was 
told Wednesday. 
Sheldon Taft of Columbus, Ohio, 
counsel for the Ohio Manufacturers 
Association, said firms will be forced to 
postpone capital spending. 
“ Flight now, how do you 
know

Taft said natural gas production is at 
its peak but demand will continue to 
grow.

He said the viral cancer mechanism 
is a good indication as to what might 
happen in man, but solid evidence re­ 
mains to be uncovered.

cells. RNA is the genetic factor that 
carries information from one cell to 
another. 
Meier said type C RNA viruses are 
known to exist in 12 species of animals, 
including hampsters, apes and other 
primates. 
“ Type ( ’ has been found occasionally 
in man,” he added. “ That’s why there’s 
no reason to think man is an exception” 
to inheriting the dormant genetic in­ 
formation that can give rise to cancer. 
'Hie studies were done with two in- 
bred strains of lab mice and showed the 
presence of an inborn set of viral genes 
a genome 
that Meier says is the 
“ major determinant 
of at 
least 
leukemias and reticulum cell sarcomas 
and perhaps all cancer types.” One

Cook, who denied wrongdoing, said in

Seek compromise 
on lottery plan 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (Apt- The House 
and Senate named a conference 
committee Wednesday to work out a 
possible compromise on a bill to im­ 
plement a state lottery. 
Sen. Ronald Mottl, D-24 Parma, chief 
sponsor of a lottery, said he hopes the 
committee can re-insert an emergency 
clause that would make the bill ef­ 
fective upon signing by the governor. 
The House action, which approved 
the Senate implementation measure 
last week, but refused to give it an 
emergency classification, had the 
effect of stalling a lottery for perhaps a 
year, Mottl said. 
Without the emergency tag, the bill 
would have to wait 90 days after 
signing by the governor before coming 
law. Mottl feared the session would 
possibly be over before any lottery is 
approved. 
Mottl, who is on the six-member 
conference committee, said the first 
task would be to work out a com­ 
promise that could put the emergency 
tag back on.

These are the big money gamblers, 
those willing to risk $2,500 to $5,000 over 
three or four days. 
Most of the resort hotels lining the 
glittering Las Vegas Strip compete 
strenuously 
for 
the heavy 
rollers, 
sending s c o u ts across the country to 
find them and offer them free junkets 
to thegambling capital. Although there 
are no official figures, one junket 
manager estimates more than 2,(MX) 
guests arrive on junkets here every 
week. 
In recent years the hotels have been 
building a “fam ily” image for the 
Strip, offering all sorts of package 
plans for the* family. A typical $34.95 


persons includes lodging, meals, a 
dinner show, two cocktails and inex­ 
pensive gifts. 
But the hotelmen haven’t forgotten 
that much of their success has been 
built on big stakes gambling. 
The hotels figure it co sts them an 
average of $600 to give a gambler a free 
trip here. The hotels also figure the 
house claims 20 per cent of every dollar 
gambled That means, on the average, 
that a gambler must put up at least 
$3,(KH) for a hotel to break even. 
One hotel requires a minimum of 
$2,500 in “ action” from junket players. 
“Then we allow for human nature,” 
said a man who has run junkets for the 
hotel. "The losers will lose much more 
than the winners win.” 
In the hotel’s eyes the best player, he 
said, is not one who makes huge Ix*ts 
for short periods but one who makes $10 
bets and plays for eight hours at a time 
for the three days. “ He’ll wind up 
dropping everything.’’ 
W'hat about big winners? Hotel men 


love them about as much as they do big 
losers. 
“ If a guy’s willing to put up $5,000, 
they don t care if he’s a big winner and 
walks away with a lot,” says William 
Friedman. He is an instructor at the 
University of Nevada and teaches the 
nation’s 
only 
course 
in 
casino 
management. 
I he idea is they have to give them 
so much action.” 
The hotels maintain a network of 
junket representatives in m ajor cities, 
either full-time salaried employes in 
branch offices or independents who are 
paid $25 to $50 a head, depending on the 
player’s “quality.” 
On every trip, he said, some players 
turn out to be “ riders” or nongamblers. 
If they haven’t put up a deposit, they 
receive a free trip.

This Boy Holds His Breath 


Courts 
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k rom the time our boy was an infant 
he would hold his breath until he was 
absolutely blue. For a long time we 
thought this was a temper tantrum. He 
is now 4 years old. How long can we 
expect this to continue? 
Mr and Mrs. J. H. VV.. Kan. 
Dear Mr. and Mrs. VV.: 
There is no doubt that this terrifying 
habit, 
sometimes accompanied 
by 
fainting, can be attributed to a child 
whose 
temper 
is 
triggered 
by 
frustration, deprivation or punishment. 
It may be entirely psychological in 
origin, but after this long period of time 
your son should have a complete 
medical and neurological examination 
to rule out conditions that resemble 
temper tantrums. 
I do not mean to induce in you any 
undue anxiety when I suggest that 
some cases 
of so-called 
“ breath- 
holding temper tantrums” are finally 
found to be caused by a mild un­ 
suspected form of epilepsy. 
This, when discovered, can be kept in 
complete control. There are other 
conditions such as severe anemia, 
chemical 
imbalance, and 
hormone 
disturbances which may be responsible 
for that which is considered a temper 
tantrum. 


I feel so foolish when I tell a doctor I 
cannot swallow a pill. Does anyone 
have a suggestion for a 53-year-old 
baby? 
Mr. S. L., Tex. 
Dear Mr. L.: 
All of us in the practice of medicine 
have watched patients go through the 
most elaborate gyrations in order to 
swallow a pill the size of a small pea. 
I never could reconcile this with the 
fact that these same people can 
swallow a chunk of steak almost one 
inch square. Yet I do know- that it oc­ 
curs. 
Very recently, I came across a 
suggestion by Dr. William B Robey, of 
Phoenix, Ariz., that may be helpful to 
you.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P) — The vice 
president of the Southern Railway 
System announced Wednesday night 
that work will begin today sealing off 
the Union Terminal rotunda, despite 
last-minute moves by Cincinnati City 
Council to save the structure.

Drink squabble actually laughable

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Some 18- 
year old youths 
clothed with all adult 
privileges minus one in a bill awaiting 
legislative action must be laughing in 
their 3.2 beer these days. 
Under a bill passed by the Ohio 
Senate, the youths would be adults, 
except they couldn’t legally drink hard 
liquor or high powered beer 
The catch is, they know they can get 
jus? as drunk on the beer they can drink 
as the so-called high powered beer they 
can't. 
“ It depends on a person's size and 
system.'' said William Dorsey, chief of 
the beer and wines division of the Ohio 
Department of Liquor control. 
“ A person can definitely get drunk on 
3.2 beer.’’ 
The bill granting 18-year-olds full 
adult privileges and responsibilities 
passed the Senate last month. The bill 
now is before the House Judiciary 
Committee. 
The man who wrote the bill, Sen. 
Stanley J. Aronoff, R8 Cincinnati, 


realizes the slight and ironic difference 
between 3.2 and high-powered beer. 
“ I would like to have the right to 
drink 
included 
in the bill," 
said 
Aronoff, “ but it s a matter of political 
expediency. 
“ If we want to get anything through 
this legislature we ll have to give up the 
right to drink. Once we get it through, 
perhaps we can offer another bill." 
Obvious intent of the present bill was 
to meet objections of those people who 
want to keep youth of that age away 
from intoxicating liquors 
What might be called low-powered 
tx'er is Known as 3.2 beer. It actually 
contains on the average 3 per cent of 
alcohol. 
“ The average high-powered beer, 
excluding malt liquor,” said Dorsey. 
“ has a 3.4 to 3.6 per cent alcohol con­ 
tent." 
To pinpoint what the difference is, 
consider a quart of both 3.2 beer and of 
high-powered beer. In a quart of 3.2 
liver, an 18-year-old may legally drink 
a fraction under one ounce of alcohol, 
mathematically .96 ounce 


In a quart of high-powered beer, the 
youth will take in LOB ounces of alcohol. 


A shot of whisky runs about an ounce, 
depending on the bar, but an ounce of 
HK) proof whisky would contain only a 
halfounce of alcohol. Most whisky is 86 
proof, which means an ounce would 
contain less than a half ounce of 
alcohol. 


Which means, in turn, that a youth 
could have two bar highballs and take 
in no more alcohol than in a quart of 3.2 
beer.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The coun­ 
try’s economic boom resulted in near­ 
record corporate profits during the 
first quarter of the year, the Commerce 
Department reported today. 
It said before-tax profits of cor­ 
porations increased $11.6 billion to a 
seasonally adjusted annual rate of 
$113.1 billion 
in the first quarter, 
second highest increase in the coun­ 
try’s history. After-tax earnings rose 
$5.1 billion to an annual rate of $62.3 
billion. 
The increase in before-tax profits 
trailed only the increase of $11.7 billion 
in the first quarter of 1971, a post­ 
recession period.

LONDON (AP) — The price of gold 
hit record highs in Europe this week 
above $100 an ounce, and the U.S. 
dollar was in trouble again. Here is an 
explanation of some of the factors in 
the situation: 
Question: What is so good about 
gold? 
Answer: Gold has two roles. One is 
historic, as a backer of money, since 
the days when coins were worth their 
weight in gold. Nowadays in many 
parts of the world paper money is still 
worth no more than the amount of gold 
it can buy. When people worry that the 
buying power of 
their 
money 
is 
shrinking, they often prefer to hold gold 
instead. If enough of them change their 


money for gold at the same time, they 
drive up the price of the metal 
Q. What is the other role of gold? 
A. Like coffee, tin or any other 
commodity, gold can be traded on open 
markets in Europe. When orders to buy 
outweigh orders to sell, the price goes 
up In recent months the demand from 
dentists, jewelers, industry, hoarders 
and financial speculators has been 
greater than the supplies of newly 
mined gold reaching the market. So the 
price has gone up. 
Q Why the big rise in the price of 
gold now? 
A. Gold has been climbing for the 
past two years. As confidence in the 
twice-devalued U.S. dollar declined, 


more and more individuals and com 
panics decided to pay out dollars to buy 
gold. This weakened the* dollar and 
doubled the gold price over the past 
year. 
By last Friday, gold h a d r e a c h e d a 
record high of about $97 an ounce in 
Europe The W a terg a te scandal was 
undermining confidence in the dollar 
further Traders w ere virtually certain 
the gold p rice would break through the

Ohio drive on child abuse 
brings flood of new cases 


C O LU M BU S, Ohio (AI*) 
Ohio’s 
campaign against child abuse and 
neglect has brought the problems “ out 
from under the rug,’’ according to state 
Welfare Director Charles Bates. 
Bates Wednesday cited statistics on 
big increases in the number of cases 
reported as indications that the ad­ 
ministration’s program has been a 
“ tragic success.” 
He said twice as many children were 
reported abused or neglected in the 
first four months of this year as during 
the same period during 972. Last year 
reports were up 62 per cent over 1971. 
The state campaign began last July. 
“ No one likes to hear of children 
being hurt or killed,” Bates said, “ but 
the more cases we’re able to uncover 
the more children and parents we’ll 
have the opportunity to help before ifs 
too late.” 
Bates said public response to the 
program has been “ tremendous” and 
pointed to 40,(HK) requests the depart­ 
ment has received for literatu re 
dealing with the problem. 
In addition, he said, more than 400 


social workers from welfare agencies 
in 76 Ohio counties have attended a 
series of workshops to train partici­ 
pants on how to prevent child abuse in 
their own communities. 
Many county welfare departments 
and children service boards, especially 
in urban areas, have added staff mem­ 
bers to investigate such cases, Bates 
said, 
and

solely with the problem. 
The state welfare department has 
hired two additional child proUvtive 
services specialists to help local 
agencies, Im* added. 
A bill currently pending in the Ohio 
House would add to the effectiveness of 
the program, Bates said.

cases to include coroners and and 
operators of part-and full time day 
care centers. 
“ This legislation would also clearly 
define what constitutes the ‘emotional’ 
neglect of a child and insure all local 
agencies report every case,” he said.

more responsible in the students they 
enroll.’’ 
Thus, according to NHSC, whose 
membership consists of 188 accredited 
schools with 1.5 million students, some 
of the most serious problems, perhaps 
better described as defects, are being 
ameliorated. 
As a result, Fowler said, “ The 
students are learning more and 
completing more.” The completion 
ratio of about one in four compares 
favorably with many colleges and ex­ 
ceeds the ratio of some open admission 
community colleges. 
There has always been a great 
number of very 
highly motivated 
students in such courses, which go by 
the name of home study or extension or 
correspondence or independent study 
courses. But a lot of dreamers too. 
The typical abuse was to enroll an 
individual possessed of more hope than 
dedication, more ambition than ability. 
And. in fact, many home study courses 
advertised, and some still do, the 
dream rather than the details. 
But efforts of the Federal Trade 
Commission and the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration and other government 
agencies have probably reduced the 
instances. 
But the council also claims credit, 
having withdrawn accreditation from 
about 20 members since it took on the 
job 18 years ago, although some of 
those dropped from membership 
quickly regained their status. 
Counting 
courses 
offered 
by 
universities, 
professional 
organ­ 
izations, business, religious groups and 
governments, it is estimated that more 
than five m illion Am ericans are 
studying at home. 
Fowler can list many reasons for 
their popularity, among them: 
-The school comes to the student, 
the student learns at his own pace, he 
can fit study time around jobs and 
other activities, he can emphasize what 
he wants, he pays only for wanted 
courses, he has the instructor’s com­ 
plete attention, he has constant feed­ 
back. 
Rapid technological changes also 
require skilled workers to continue 
their education on the job. 


A Carnegie Corp. study shows that 
craftsmen and foremen make more 
extensive use of correspondence 
courses than any other nonmilitary 
groups, followed in order by profes­ 
sional and technical workers, and high 
school diploma seekers.

Searchlight of the Press 


Much has been said in praise of the 
W ashington P o s t ’s p e n e tra tin g , 
sustained coverage of the wide­ 
ranging W atergate scandal. 
The 
capstone has been set on that sen­ 
timent, now, with the aw ard to the 
Post of the 1973 Pulitzer Prize for 
meritorious public service. 


The bestowal of this accolade is 


doubly welcome. It is well deserved 
re c o g n itio n 
of 
w h a t 
a 
g r e a t 
new spaper in our capital city has 
done to illuminate wrongdoing in 
high 
places. 
But 
the 
aw ard 
is 
gratifying, also, because the P o st’s 
W a te r g a te

on the press as a grossly biased and 
self-serving institution. 


The c o n tr a r y is fu rth e r e m ­ 
phasized by the fact that another 
Pulitzer Prize went to reporters for 
th*1 Knight N ew spapers who brought 
to light Sen. Thom as E a g le to n ’s 
history of psychiatric treatm ent. 
N either Republican nor D em ocratic 
parties have escaped the searchlight 
of keen reporting. The public has 
been well served in both instances. 
THESE DA 
by John Chamberlain 
Jackson and the venture note 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson of the State of 
Washington h as been attracting a good 
deal of attention from those who insist 
on m aking early book on presidential 
sweepstakes. The attention is deser­ 
ved. 


But the reasons offered for Jackson’t 
1976 availability fail to do justice to the 
Jackson ch aracter, which is far less 
opportunistic than appears from the 
accounts that try to set him up as a 
person destined to breathe new life into 
the old Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
coalition in the D emocrat Party. 


Ben W attenberg, an able student of 
election trends and social statistics, is 
responsible for projecting the im age of 
Jackson as the likely beneficiary of the 
coalition revival. Working at Jackson 
headquarters in Miami 
Beach 
last 
s u m m e r , 
W a tte n b e rg 
th o ro u g h ly 
enjoyed himself in pointing out, with 
sc a th in g s a tir ic a l c o m m e n t, th a t 
George M cGover’s “ q uo tas” — the 
young, the poor, the black and the 
w om en’s libbers—excluded the rank 
and file of the D em ocratic Party. 


MCGOVERN m ade no 
appeal 
to 
la b o r (A FL-CIO p r e s id e n t G e o rg e 
Meany couldn’t stand him ), he had 
angered the city boss element by his 
treatm ent of M ayor Richard Daley of 
Chicago, his partiality to the blacks 
and the “ new ” m inorities did not sit 
well with the Irish, Italian, Polish, 
Czech and Greek ethnics who had 


m ade great economic progress since 
the Rooseveltian New Deal, and he had 
ignored the claim s of the South. 
Jackson would have m ade a fa r 
better candidate than McGovern, but 
the p rim aries had stacked the con­ 
vention against com m on sense. 
Now that tim e has 
proved Ben 
W a tte n b e r g ’s p o ints, 
the ig n o re d 
elem ents of the old Roosevelt coalition 
are speaking up for Jackson. George 
Meany 
endorses 
Jack so n’s 
foreign 
policy ideas and trusts him on both 
la b o r 
a n d 
w e lfa re 
e c o n o m ic s. 
Chicago’s Dick Daley h a s said , “ God 
willing, h e ’ll be P resid en t.” J a c k so n ’s 
s ta n d 
on 
m ilita ry 
p r e p a r e d n e s s 
satisfies conservatives, particularly in 
the South. 
Jew ish liberals would surely support 
him 
fin a n c ia lly 
b e c a u se 
of 
th e 
“Jackson 
am e n d m e n t” 
that 
would 
deny economic favors to Moscow as 
long as its stiff em igration tax keeps 
Jew s from going to Israel. 
T h e e th n ic s of E a s t E u ro p e a n 
background, liking Jack son’s quid pro 
quo attitude toward the Communists, 
would surely vote for him. 
A rithmetically, then, Jackson should 
be the front-runner in a party that 
needs labor, the South, the Jew ish 
liberals and the city bosses with their 
ethnic followings if it is to upset the 
prophets of the “ coming Republican 
m a jority .” But adding the elem ents of 
the old Roosveltian coalition together, 
while it m a v m ak e for imprpssive 


statistics, ignores the probability that 
certain agonizing national issues will 
be cutting across all the old sta n ­ 
dard )ized lines in 1976. 
What im presses m e about Jackson is 
that he is alive to dangers that tr a n ­ 
scend the arithm etic of coalition. The 
other D em ocratic hopefuls — E dw ard 
Kennedy, W alter Mondale, Ed Muskie 
— are still predom inantly welfare- 
minded. 


JACKSON has his own sense of 
com passion, 
but, 
peering 
into 
the 
future, he sees a country that will be 
torm ented less by w elfare needs than 
by 
a sn o w b a llin g e n e rg y c ris is . 
Jackson has been talking about stock­ 
piling oil. When the other prom inent 
D em ocrats w ere repeating the cliches 
of 
th e 
e c o lo g ists, 
J a c k s o n 
w a s 
questioning what the environm ental 
zealots w ere doing to m ak e it difficult 
for people to earn enough money to live 
in any environm ent, good or bad. 


Jackson would not be oblivious to the 
need for clean w ater and clean air, but 
he would move ahead with economic 
developm ent first and find w ays of 
m aking it ecologically safe as we go 
along. 


He would, in short, keep the country 
strong, free and economically ven­ 
turesom e. It is the venture note that the 
m ajority 
of the presidential 
book­ 
m akers ignore when they ra te Scoop 
Jack so n ’s chances.

PEKING — Arriving in Peking as 
am bassador of the United States to 
China in everything but nam e, David 
K. E. Bruce is initiating a new phase in 
the rapidly developing 
relationship 
between the two countries. The speed 
with which the exchange of missions 
between Peking and Washington cam e 
about is in itself rem arkable. 
When 
H enry 
K issin g e r, 
the 
P r e s i d e n t’s 
a d v is e r 
on 
n atio nal 
se c u rity 
a ffa irs , 
c a m e 
h e re 
in 
F eb ruary the outside limit of his hope 
was to get agreem en t on trade offices 
in the two capitals. 
This would be a m odest establish­ 
ment, without fanfare, intended to 
smooth the way for increased trade. He 
was astonished when P re m ie r Chou 
En-lai suggested a liaison mission that 
would have diplom atic im m unity and 
some diplom atic privilege's. 


TRF] CHOICE of Bruce was a ten- 
strike. 
Not 
only 
A m erica’s 
senior 
deplom at serving a s am b assad o r in 
Paris, Bon and London, he is a scholar 
a n d a witty raconteur out of his wealth 
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of experience. Yet, for all his m any 
years 
in 
foreign 
posts

m istakably an Am erican. 
His 
independence 
has 
been 
up­ 
permost from the announcem ent of his 
appointm ent to his arriv al in Hong 
Kong, the first stop on the way to 
Peking. Ile has a diplomatic assign­ 
ment of the first im portance and he 
intends to devote him self to that task 
with no distractions. 
He firmly resisted efforts to swell the 
mission with aides from Com m erce, 
Agriculture and the USIA. 
His age, 75, w as a further com ­ 
pliment to the Chinese. It is the age of 
Chou En-lai, whose achievem ents as 
diplomat and adm inistrator over every 
detail of the life of this vast land a re 
without parallel in the contem porary 
world. 
On each of his four visits to Peking, 
the first two years ago to lay the 
groundwork for the Nixon mission, 
Kissinger has spent m any hours in 
discussion with Chou. Meeting in the 
late m orning and in the early evening, 
they would often talk late into the night. 
Kissinger has said that conversation 
never lagged, no m a tte r how long the 
discussion went on. 


TRANSCRIPTS w ere m ade of these 
conversations and 
as 
p a rt of 
the 
preparation for his assignm ent Bruce 
read the thousands of words exchanged 
between the two. It gave him an ex­ 
traordinary insight into the mind of one 
of the com m anding figures of the 
century. And this will be 
a m ark ed 
advantage in forming what are certain 
to be his own close ties with the P re 
mier. 
Having spent p a rt of his youth in 
P aris w here he first b ecam e a m em b er 
of tin' Comm unist party, Chou speaks 
French fluently, a s do Bruce and his 
wife. Like Bruce, he has strong feeling 
for antiques and a r t objects. When he 
was in Geneva as head of die Chinese 


d e le g a tio n to the In d o c h in a c o n ­ 
ference he had in his villa porcelains 
of m useum quality. 
In this liaison mission Bruce, who 
does not speak (Tiinese, is backstopped 
by 
a 
new 
generation 
of 
China 
specialists. Flight of the 30 in 
the 
mission speak fluent Chinese. Since 
the 
o ld e r 
g e n e ra tio n 
of 
C hin a 
hands in the Foreign Service w as 
destroyed in the McCarthy-Dulles era, 
it is the m ore rem ark ab le that these 
younger m en are read y to understand 
and interpret the new China. 


ALMOST to the day 130 years ago 
Secretary of State Daniel W ebster sent 
Caleb Cushing, the first A m erican 
em issary to Peking, to negotiate a 
tr e a ty 
to 
p r o te c t 
A m e ric a n 
businessm en and m issionaries. One of 
W ebster’s worries w as that Cushing 
would be required when presented to 
the em p ero r to perform the kowtow, 
which consisted of “ three kneelings 
and nine pro stration s” with the nose on 
the floor. 
It 
turned out that, while he did 
negotiate a treaty giving A m ericans 
e x tr a t e r r i t o r i a l p riv ile g e s , C ush in g 
never saw the em peror. 
Some critics called Nixon’s self- 
invited mission to Peking a kowtow. 
That was the beginning of the g re a te st 
diplomatic venture of our time. And 
Bruce, initiating a new era freed of the 
inhibitions of the past, is an ideal 
choice to carry on th a t adventure. His 
ruddy face, the m ark of an A m erican 
who has ridden h ard over the hills of 
the Virginia he loves, is im m ediately 
identifiable. 
With his beautiful wife, F]vangeline, 
they will represent the best of A m erica.

— Today’s 
televised Senate hearings on the 
Watergate scandal were in no way 
limited to U.S. viewers who could see 
them on public television or on any of 
the three commercial networks. 
Because of the satellite, it was 
theoretically possible for most of the 
world to plug into the show and see it 
live. 
Nobody did, but news teams from at 
least two major nations planned to 
broadcast same-day television pictures 
of the proceedings, which also were 
being covered by European and Asian 
radio reporters. 
The drill called for videotaped 
highlights of today’s hearing before the 
Senate Select Committee to be sent by 
satellite to England and Japan, in 
addition to the radio reports filed 
overseas. 
The ABC Television network was 
running the television pool from which 
ABC, 
CBS, 
NBC and 
the 
Public 
Broadcasting Service took their 
“ feeds” for broadcast on their net­ 
works. 
That feed also was to be taken by the 
British 
Broadcasting 
Corp. 
and 
England’s comm ercial television 
system for transmission overseas this 
afternoon, ABC officials said. 
The two British television reports 
were to be videotaped at a local 
Washington television station, edited 
there, reporters’ narration added and 
then broadcast to London by satellite. 
Before the start of the Watergate 
hearings, the Senate Radio-Television 
Gallery said it had received 13 requests 
from foreign broadcast journalists— 
most of them European—for per­ 
mission to cover the hearings. 
However, 
it wasn’t 
immediately 
known how many actually showed up 
and were accredited. Fifty broadcast 
journalists had sought accreditation 
for the hearings, a gallery spokesman 
said. 
Four stationary television cameras 
were set up to provide the pool pictures 
of today’s opening session, according to 
Peter Hively, manager of television 
news coverage for ABC in Washington. 
The Senate’s Watergate committee, 
in setting rules for televising or filming 


the hearings, made only one restric­ 
tion, said an aide to Sen. Sam Ervin Jr., 
D-N.C., committee chairman. 
He said the committee barred the 
movement of cameramen with hand­ 
held cameras from around the witness 
table once a witness had been seated 
and begun testifying. 
The hearings were to be videotaped 
in full for broadcast tonight on any of 
P B S ’ 234 public television stations 
wishing to air them. The videotaping 
and nightly broadcasts will continue 
until the hearings are over, PBS says.

CHARLESTON, W.Va. (AP) - An 
outbreak of botulism poisoning which 
hospitalized eight persons last week is 
now under control, according to Dr. 
N.H. Dyer, director of the West Vir­ 
ginia Department of Health. 
“ It may be some time before we 
know the extent of the health dam age,’’ 
Dyer said. “But we feel so far we have 
been quite fortunate in combatting 
this.” 
The Food and Drug Administration 
Wednesday announced that a recall of 
the peppers has been extended to 
Maryland, Michigan, Indiana, Illinois 
and Ohio. 
FDA officials traced the poisoning to 
processed peppers distributed by Felix 
and Sons Wholesale Inc. of Fairmont, 
W.Va., and urged consumers in the 
Pittsburgh area and West Virginia to 
re tu rn those carry in g the lables 
“ Nancy’s ” and “San Marco Mild Hot 
Peppers” to the stores where they were 
purchased. 
The original outbreak followed a 
Sunday dinner in Pittsburgh. An FDA 
spokesman said Wednessday no more 
cases of botulism poisoning have been 
reported. 
Dyer said “ bad treatm ent methods” 
at the Fairmont plant were found 
following an investigation by the health 
department and FDA. He said the 
corrective procedures would be un­ 
dertaken before the plant could reopen. 


One person now hospitalized for 
poisoning is “quite sick, 
suffering 
paralysis of muscles in the throat,” 
Dyer said. 
A spokesman at Wheeling Hospital 
would say only that those affected “ are 
improving.”

Gold prices 
go lower 
in Europe 


LONDON (AP) — The price of gold 
eased further today as E urope’s 
booming bullion markets lost a little 
more heat in early dealings. The U.S. 
dollar moved up strongly on foreign 
exchanges. 
Gold opened on the free market in 
London at $103.50 an ounce, a full $1.50 
below Wednesday’s closing level. 
The dollar jumped threequarters of a 
pfennig to 2.7925 marks at the opening 
in Frankfurt. In London, the pound 
sterling sagged more than a cent to 
$2.5380. 
The price of gold dropped $5 in Zurich 
to $101.50 an ounce, and the dollar was 
quoted at 3.1675 Swiss francs, up 
almost a centime.

throughout the past week, gold closed 
Wednesday in London, the world’s 
biggest gold m arket, at $105 an ounce. 
That was down $5.50 from Tuesday. 
Sim ilar downward trends were 
recorded in other European centers. 
The gold rush on the free market 
brought pressure for an increase in the 
official price of $42.22 an ounce used in 
transactions between governments to 
finance their international trade.

Energy crisis 
long-lasting, 
SAE told 


DETROIT 
(A P)—The 
most 
damaging effect of the current energy 
crisis on manufacturing will come in 
the area of longterm planning, the 
Society of Automotive Engineers was 
told Wednesday. 
Sheldon Taft of Columbus, Ohio, 
counsel for the Ohio Manufacturers 
Association, said firms will be forced to 
postpone capital spending. 
“ Right now, how do you know 
whether to build, where to build or 
whether to convert to some other 
source of energy?” he asked. 
Taft said natural gas production is at 
its peak but demand will continue to 
grow. 
“I find it hard to believe that demand 
and supply 
will 
ever 
come 
into 
balance,” he said. 
He estimated the total 
national 
shortage of natural gas will be between 
one and two trillion cubic feet. Total 
current production is 25 trillion cubic 
feet. 
If consumption patterns remained 
the same, the shortage will grow to 40 
per cent of production by 1985, he said. 
Taft said no plant can be built today 
that relies on any one source of energy 
because of the possibility of a shortage. 
“Some companies have gone to the 
extent of locating their plants where 
energy sources are located, like Texas 
and Oklahoma,” he said. 
Hoffa m ay delay 
pardon request 


WHEELING, W.Va. (AP) - Jam es 
R. Hoffa, former Teamsters Union 
president whose jail sentence for jury 
tampering was commuted by the Pres­ 
ident, says government preoccupation 
with the W atergate affair could cause 
him to delay filing for a pardon. 
“ I think we’ll hesitate,” Hoffa said 
prior to a speech Wednesday at nearby 
Oglebay Park. “The Watergate has ev­ 
erything tied up. We intend to petition 
the President first, and then the courts 
if we’re not satisfied. 
“But we have to have some type of 
indication on the pardon by the first of 
September.” 
Hoffa, 60, was released in December 
1971 after serving 57 months in a 
federal prison. 
He said a pardon would enable him to 
run for the presidency of his home 
union local in Detroit. Under term s of 
the commutation he is banned from 
union activities until 1980.

In going through a house show one 
is made aware of the possibilities that 
exist today 
for 
cutting 
costs 
in 
remodeling an old home. The m aterials 
and equipment seen may have been 
around awhile, but we are often 
unaware that such things exist. 
A recent show in Miami provided 
many ideas that could further the plans 
of am ateurs who would winterize their 
second homes, whether they do it 
themselves or hire a professional. 
For example, the bathroom has 
become almost a packaged deal with 
tubs, 
showers, vanities, floors and 
walls preassembled in one form or 
another. 
Unit 
bath and 
shower 
arrangements are an enormous assist. 


A FIBER GLASS bath unit has a 
built-in, shoulder-height soap dish, 
towel bar and chrome fittings. It or the 
individual shower is available with a 
finished top. If the do-it-yourselfer is a 
plumber, he merely measures and 
installs. 
If not, he hires someone to do it. In 
any event it is less costly than putting 
in an installation from scratch in an 
old house. 
To finish off the bathroom walls, 
there are panel systems of plastic 
“surrounds” to be used around the wall 
of the tub. Another product intended 
for that purpose resembles m arble and 
may be cut easily to use over the entire 
bathroom area if one can afford it. 
Even ceramic tile has become easier 
to use with big sheets of pregrouted 
glazed tile that can be installed directly 
over a properly sealed dryway. 
Tile “surrounds” for showers have 
been sized to fit the most popular units, 
and there are sheets of 36 ceramic tiles 
measuring two feet by two feet. Ex­ 
perienced do-it-yourselfers may also 
attempt to lay mosaic floor tiles which 
come in handy, two feet by two feet 
strips. 


NEW marble-like vanity tops include 
basins and backsplashes in the molded 
units, making installation easy.

He said the viral cancer mechanism 
is a good indication as to what might 
happen in man, but solid evidence re­ 
mains to be uncovered. 
“ I consider our findings a major 
breakthrough in solving the cancer 
riddle,” said Meier in a telephone in­ 
terview from the world’s largest center 
of mammalian genetics research. 
The evidence of the Meier research 
team supports the idea that all off­ 
spring inherit latent genetic in­ 
formation, or traits, for Type-C RNA 
viruses which when ‘‘switched on” 
transform normal cells into tumor 
cells. RNA is the genetic factor that 
carries information from one cell to 
another. 
Meier said type-C RNA viruses are 
known to exist in 12 species of animals, 
including hampsters, apes and other 
primates. 
‘‘Type-C has been found occasionally 
in man,” he added. ‘‘That’s why there’s 
no reason to think man is an exception” 
to inheriting the dormant genetic in­ 
formation that can give rise to cancer. 
The studies were done with two in- 
bred strains of lab mice and showed the 
presence of an inborn set of viral genes 
a genome — that Meier says is the 
‘‘major determinant of at least 
leukemias and reticulum cell sarcomas 
and perhaps all cancer types.” One 
mice strain was leukemia prone; the 
other had a low incidence of reticulum

The House Commerce Committee’s 
investigation subcommittee postponed 
Cook’s appearance. Rep. Harley O. 
Staggers, D W.Va., told newsmen the 
session was tentatively rescheduled for 
Monday. 
Staggers, chairman of the full 
committee* and the investigating panel 
looking into SEC actions, would not say 
whether Cook’s planned appearance 
was tied to the case involving the secret 
$200,(KH) contribution by New Jersey 
financier Vesco to the President’s re­ 
election campaign. 
Cook was the latest official of the 
Nixon administration to leave his job 
because of 
burgeoning 
disclosures 


about Watergate and other campaign 
deeds. Ten others before him, including 
Atty. Gen. Richard G. Kleindienst and 
White House aides John Ehrlichman 
and H R. Haldeman, have resigned. 


Staggers said he talked by phone to 
Cook, who did not appear at the sub­ 
committee room where he was to have 
testified. 


Cook, who denied wrongdoing, said in 
a letter to Nixon: “ I deeply regret 
having to tender my resignation as 
chairman of the Securities and Ex­ 
change Commission, but in light of 
unfortunate

Cook said he found himself facing a

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )—The House 
and Senate named a conference 
committee Wednesday to work out a 
possible compromise on a bill to im­ 
plement a state lottery. 
Sen. Ronald Mottl, D-24 Parma, chief 
sponsor of a lottery, said he hopes the 
committee can re-insert an emergency 
clause that would make the bill ef­ 
fective upon signing by the governor. 
The House action, which approved 
the Senate implementation measure 
last week, but refused to give it an 
emergency classification, had the 
effect of stalling a lottery for perhaps a 
year, Mottl said. 
Without the emergency tag, the bill 
would have to wait 90 days after 
signing by the governor before coming 
law. Mottl feared the session would 
possibly be over before any lottery is 
approved. 
Mottl, who is on the six-member 
conference committee, said the first 
task would be to work out a com­ 
promise that could put the emergency 
tag back on.

up to nearly a year and cost the state

The wreckage of the UH-1H Huey 
helicopter was found Wednesday 
morning on a heavily wooded hillside 
near a row of power lines crossing Ft. 
Knox. 
The aircraft was missed at 12:35 a.m. 
Wednesday when it failed to return 
from testing a night-vision device 
designed to amplify moon and star 
light. 
A Ft. Knox spokesman said the 
helicopter had left the test area and 
was returning to the post’s Godman 
Army Airfield when it crashed. 
Louisville Gas & Electric Co. of­ 
ficials reported a power outage at 11:55 
p.m. Tuesday in a section of line 
running through Ft. Knox, and a 
broken line was found at midnight. 
The president of the accident board 
probing the crash, Maj.

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High rollers wooed by LosVegos 
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LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) — A trip to 
Las Vegas is expensive for most 
people, but for some it’s free — free 
food, free lodging, free drinks and free 
entertainment. Even the roundtrip air 
fare is free. 
These are the big money gamblers, 
those willing to risk $2,500 to $5,000 over 
three or four days. 
Most of the resort hotels lining the 
glittering Las Vegas Strip compete 
strenuously for the heavy rollers, 
sending scouts across the country to 
find them and offer them free junkets 
to the gambling capital. Although there 
are no official figures, one junket 
manager estimates more than 2,000 
guests arrive on junkets here every 
week. 
In recent years the hotels have been 
building a “family” image for the 
Strip, offering all sorts of package 
plans for the family. A typical $34.95 


two-night, three-day package for two 
persons includes lodging, meals, a 
dinner show, two cocktails and inex­ 
pensive gifts. 
But the hotelmen haven’t forgotten 
that much of their success has been 
built on big stakes gambling. 
The hotels figure it costs them an 
average of $600 to give a gambler a free 
trip here. The hotels also figure the 
house claims 20 per cent of every dollar 
gambled. That means, on the average, 
that a gambler must put up at least 
$3,000 for a hotel to break even. 
One hotel requires a minimum of 
$2,500 in “action” from junket players. 
“Then we allow for human nature,” 
said a man who has run junkets for the 
hotel. “The losers will lose much more 
than the winners win.” 
In the hotel’s eyes the best player, he 
said, is not one who makes huge bets 
for short periods but one who makes $10 
bets and plays for eight hours at a time 
for the three days. “He’ll wind up 
dropping everything.” 
What about big winners? Hotel men 


love them about as much as they do big 
losers. 
“If a guy’s willing to put up $5,000, 
they don’t care if he’s a big winner and 
walks away with a lot,” says William 
Friedman. He is an instructor at the 
University of Nevada and teaches the 
nation’s 
only course 
in 
casino 
management. 
“The idea is they have to give them 
so much action.” 
The hotels maintain a network of 
junket representatives in major cities, 
either full-time salaried employes in 
branch offices or independents who are 
paid $25 to $50 a head, depending on the 
player’s “quality.” 
On every trip, he said, some players 
turn out to be “riders” or nongamblers. 
If they haven’t put up a deposit, they 
receive a free trip. 
Many of the hotels have a grading 
system to determine how much 
junketeers are wagering. One hotel 
rates players from AAA for excellent to 
C for average, P for poor and F for 
fraud.

spokesman said. Miller predicted

Tile association, 
Miller said, predicted a $67 million 
yearly saving for the union mem­ 
bership through use of the credit union. 
Miller estimated the credit union 
could accumulate savings of $10 million 
its first year, and disburse up to $4 
million in loans.

This Boy Holds His Breath 


Courts 
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From the time our boy was an infant 
he would hold his breath until he was 
absolutely blue. Fo r a long time we 
thought this was a temper tantrum. He 
is now 4 years old. How long can we 
expect this to continue? 
M r. and Mrs. J . H. W., Ran. 
Dear Mr. and Mrs. W. : 
There is no doubt that this terrifying 
habit, 
sometimes 
accompanied 
by 
fainting, can be attributed to a child 
whose 
tem per 
is 
triggered 
by 
frustration, deprivation or punishment. 
It may be entirely psychological in 
origin, but after this long period of time 
your son should have a complete 
medical and neurological examination 
to rule out conditions that resemble 
temper tantrums. 
I do not mean to induce in you any 
undue anxiety when I suggest that 
some 
cases 
of 
so-called 
“ breath- 
holding temper tantrums” are finally 
found to be caused by a mild un­ 
suspected form of epilepsy. 
This, when discovered, can be kept in 
complete control. 
There 
are 
other 
conditions such as severe anemia, 
chemical 
imbalance, 
and 
hormone 
disturbances which m ay be responsible 
for that which is considered a temper 
tantrum. 


I feel so foolish when I tell a doctor I 
cannot swallow a pill. Does anyone 
have a suggestion for a 53-year-old 
baby? 


Mr. S. L., Tex. 
Dear Mr. L . : 
All of us in the practice of medicine 
have watched patients go through the 
most elaborate gyrations in order to 
swallow a pill the size of a small pea. 
I never could reconcile this with the 
fact that these same 
people 
can 
swallow a chunk of steak almost one 
inch square. Y et I do know that it oc­ 
curs. 
Very recently, 
I came across a 
suggestion by Dr. W illiam B Robey, of 
Phoenix, Ariz., that may be helpful to 
you. 
Dr. Robey says, “ I tell my patient to 
try this old but forgotten way 
to 
swallow a pill. I suggest that he take a 
sip of water and hold it in his mouth. 
Then he is to tilt his head back as 
though to gargle the water, and then 
drop the pill on top of the water. When 


the water is swallowed the pill easily 
slides down.” 
If this and other suggestions don’t 
work, you will find that almost all 
medications can be obtained in liquid 
form. 


Is it possible to insert a tube into the 
stomach to examine it? M y uncle says 
he must have this done to see if he has a 
hidden stomach ulcer. 
Miss J .D., Ore. 
Dear Miss D.: 
A special type of fibro-optic tube can 
be inserted into the mouth, passed 
through the esophagus, and into the 
stomach 
and 
the 
small 
intestine. 
Through this tube it is possible to study 
m inute 
areas 
and 
even 
take

Ohio Perspective 
Drink squabble actually laughable

C O LU M BU S, Ohio (A P ) — Some 18- 
year-old youths — clothed with all adult 
privileges minus one in a bill awaiting 
legislative action—must be laughing in 
their 3.2 beer these days. 
Under a bill passed by the Ohio 
Senate, the youths would be adults, 
except they couldn't legally drink hard 
liquor or higb-powered beer. 
The catch is, they know they can get 
jus? as drunk on the beer they can drink 
as the so-called high-powered beer they 
can’t. 
‘‘It depends on a person's size and 
system,” said W illiam Dorsey, chief of 
the beer and wines division of the Ohio 
Department of Liquor control. 
“ A person can definitely get drunk on 
3.2 beer.” 
The bill granting 18-year-olds full 
adult privileges and responsibilities 
passed the Senate last month. The bill 
now is before the House Judiciary 
Committee. 
The man who wrote the bill. Sen. 
Stanley J. Aronoff, R-8 Cincinnati, 


realizes the slight and ironic difference 
between 3.2 and high-powered beer. 
“ I would like to have the right to 
drink 
included 
in 
the 
bill,” 
said 
Aronoff, “ but it’s a matter of political 
expediency. 
" If we want to get anything through 
this legislature we'll have to give up the 
right to drink. Once we get it through, 
perhaps we can offer another bill.” 
Obvious intent of the present bill was 
to meet objections of those people who 
want to keep youth of that age away 
from intoxicating liquors. 
What might be called low-powered 
tx'er is known as 3.2 beer. It actually 
contains on the average 3 per cent of 
alcohol. 
“ The average high-powered beer, 
excluding malt liquor,’’ said Dorsey, 
“ has a 3.4 to 3.6 per cent alcohol con­ 
tent." 
To pinpoint what the difference is, 
consider a quart of both 3.2 beer and of 
high-powered beer. In a quart of 3.2 
beer, an 18-year-old may legally drink 
a fraction under one ounce of alcohol, 
mathematically .96 ounce. 


In a quart of high-powered beer, the 
youth will take in 1.08 ounces of alcohol. 


A shot of whisky runs about an ounce, 
depending on the bar, but an ounce of 
IOO proof whisky would contain only a 
halfounce of alcohol. Most whisky is 86 
proof, which means an ounce would 
contain less than a half ounce of 
alcohol. 


Which means, in turn, that a youth 
could have two bar highballs and take 
in no more alcohol than in a quart of 3.2 
beer.

The area was crowded with officials 
commemorating the murder a year 
ago of Luigi Calabresi, the head of the 
Milan political police. 


The bomb was thrown into a crowd of 
officials, police and passersby but 


missed the minister’s car by several 
yards. 
The explosion rocked the downtown 
area of Milan, Italy’s commercial 
capital. 
Calabresi was shot on May 17,1972, in 
front of his house as he left for his of­ 
fice. At the time he was investigating a 
number of ultra-leftist organizations.
